Depleted Condition of the Treasury Re- 
serve Causes Them to Confer. 

New York, June 19.—[Special, |— Fourteen 
of theleading bank Presidents of the city 
held aninforma!l conference inthe Union 
Trust company’s headquarters today to con- 
sider the depleted . condition of the Treasury 
and to devise means to relieve the Treasury’s 
gold reserve from further depletion at the 
hands of exporters of the precious 
metal. -President) Williams of the Chem- 
ical Bank, who presided, made an 
informal address, setting forth the 
fact that the associated banks of ‘the city hold 
about as much gold as the Treasury arfd sug- 
gesting that they meet further demands for 
export from their own vaults, President 
King said the gold export movement appeared 
to be near a culmination and urged that the 
banks be unanimous in yielding their’ gold. 
The gold reserve fund, he said, was now only 
abaeut $67,000,000, the lowest point reached 
since strengthened by the $50,000,000 
5 per cent “bond issue of Feb. 1. 
The. general opinivun prevailed that these 
banks, for the present at least, should furnish 
‘the gold from theft own vaulteus required for 
export, and that the.other banks should volun- 
tarily surrender a portion of their holdings to 
‘réeivn butsé the banks drawn upon. It is not 
certain, however, that the Treasury will not 
be required to furnish the metal in quanti- 
ties before the gold movement has terminated. 
Many of the attending Presidents after the 
conference were inclined to dwarf its signifi- 
cance, and said the proposal to withdraw 
their gold was solely of commercial purport.

Radford Clark Talks Openly Before the 
Lexow Committee. 

New Yorx, June 19.—([Special,|—With the 
Lexow committee the star witness today was 
Frank Clark, who said from 1859 to 1863 
he had been a gambler and 
had acted as a dealer. The gambling 
room was visited frequently by the police, 
who came there, he said, because they wanted 
money.

DIAMOND TRUST GREATLY DISTURBED 


Teller’s Proposal to Increase the Duty Ag~ 
itates Londo Financiers. 

New Yors, June 20.—The Press this morn- 
ing prints the following: 

Lonpon, June 19:—Senator Teller’s proposed 
high tariff on diamonds is causing a sensation 
here, where the Rothschilds have reeently bond- 
ed £4,500,000 (nearly $20,000,000) of bonds 
for the South African diamoutl trust. The pro- 
posed high tariff would produce a great fall in 
the value of the immense stock of unsold, dia- 
monds on hand and argatty reduce the divi- 
dends to holders of the trusts stock, 
which for years past has been 25 per cent. 
Senator Teller’s amendment is regarded as a 
blow aimed by the leader of the American free 
silver men at the Rothschilds, the leading bank- 
ers in Europe, who have: done so much to main- 
tain the single gold monetary standard.

Wasuineron, D. C., June 19.—At the open- 
ing of the session of the Senate today Mr. 
Voorhees reported from the Finance commit- 
tee a resolution authorizing the translation 
and publication of the proceedings of the re- 
cent Berlin silver conference.

Provisions of the Measure as Arranged by 
the Subcommittee.

Wholesalers of Whisky. 

Wasaineton, D. C., June 19.—T. H. Shtiirley of 
Louisville, Ky., and a.delegation representing 95 
per cent of the Kentucky distillers called at the 
Treasury Department today and filed with Com- 
missioner Miller of the Internal Revenue Bureau 
a protest against the practice of allowing 
distillers to burn the - names of whole- 
sale customers on the heads of 
barrels, which gives the impression that 
the wholesale customers themselves were 
the distillers. Sec. 3,295 0f the Revised Stat- 
utes requires the name of the actual distiller to 
be burned on the head of barrels containi 
whisky mado by him. Latterly, however, distil- 
lers have been accustom to give notice to the 
Internal Revenue Bureau that during the next 
five days, ten days, or thirty Sore. as the case 
might be, they would operate their distilleries in 
the name of some specified wholesale customer 
and place his name on the packages. This cus-

Editor dhildlneetis of Colorado offered a res-

ing to his motion Mr. Patterson exptessly 
stated that all he asked on behalf of the 
minority was ‘“‘the recognition of the doc- 
trine of free: bimetallic |?| coinage asa doc- 
trine of the Democratic party,”’ but he and 
his proposition promptly were voted down by 
the National Democratic convention, and then 
the platform as above quoted was adopted 
without further question, Cleveland and 
Stevenson were nominated on that platform 
and subsequently elected on it to the Presi- 
dency and Vice- Presidency of the United 
States. 

So these alleged Democrats of Nebraska de: 
liberately propose to repudiate the national 
platform of their party, which was indorsed 
by the representative Democrats of. their 
State two years ago and voted for by them 
and their constituents a few months later. 
They are undertaking to condemn and cen- 
sure the Democratic President of the United 
States for Carrying out the pledges and plat- 
form of their own party. They are placing 
themselves in the attitude of rebels against 
the Democratic party and its declarations of 
principle as laid down by authorized repre- 
sentatives of that party. And they are de- 
manding that the money standard which has 
existed ia the United States for the last 
hundred jyears shall be thrown away 
and that another, standard shall be 
adopted, giving us{silver monometallism. 
They want the durrency unit to be 
of the white, tarnishable metal, and worth 
only 50 cents instead of adollaras now. 
That is to be the new money standard in the 
United States, if they have their way. and 
they propose that in 50 per cent coin all 100- 
cent dollar obligation; of the Nation and of its 
citizens shall be paid. They want silver 
monométallism while pretending to ask for 
the free coinage of both gold and silver. As 
they all very well know, gold never cir- 
culates where silver is at a direcount. They 
want it because they hope its adoption would 
enable them to repudiate one-half of their 
money indebtedness on payment of the déther 
half, THat isthe motive power which impels 
them to hold this convention for the express 
purpose of rebelling against the action and 
policy of the party to which they profess to 
belong. 
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MOB LAW IN THE 80UTH. 

Miss Ida Wells, a colored woman from 
Memphis, is at present creating much excite- 
ment in England by her addresses before va- 
rious associations upon the subject of lynach- 
ing in the South. These associations have 
passed etfong resolutions. of condemnation 
and the prominent English newspapers also 
have made her statemeats the occasion for in- 
dignant comments upon Southern civiliza- 
tion. Public meetings have been held in sev- 
eral towns, at which resolutions of protest have 
been passed. The outcome of all this is the 
awakening of a feelmg of public indignation 
which is likely to be prejudicial to the South, 
which just now is seeking to induce English 
investments in that section for the further de- 
velopment of its resources. 

That this. English sentiment hal at last be- 
ginning tw be felt in the South is apparent 
from a letter addressed by Gov. Stone of Mis- 
souri to the, London Daily News, which has 


preferred a severe indictment against. the 


Southern States. Gov. Stone affirms. first, 
that the blacks of Missouri enjoy the same 
rights as the whites, and that this is true of all 
other Southern States; and, second, that Miss 
Wells has grossly exaggerated the facts in the 
case. As to the first of these affirmations the 
Governor is wrong, as every one in this coun- 
try knows and as he himself knows. The 
blacks in the Southern States do not enjoy the 
same rights as the whites.’ Apropos of’ this 
matter of lynching, white criminals enjoy the 
right of a jury trial and are rarely lynched. 
Bipck criminals seldom have the right of trial 
and are often lynched,as the’ records show. 
The vast majority of persons lynched in the 
South is composed of blacks, and this is a fact 
which the Governor of Missouri cannot con- 
trovert. The Governor of Arkansas attempted 
it recently, and when confronted with the 
facts held his peace. 

As to Gov. Stone’s second point he is cor- 
rect in a cortain way when he contends that 
Miss Wells exaggerates, as, for instance, when 
she says that in 138 lynchings or mob mur- 
ders last year only 80 of the victims had 
been even accused of crime. This is clearly 
ah exaggeration, and it would have been bet- 
ter for her argument had she stated the plain 
facts in the case. The record itself, gathered 
from Southern sources, would have been suf: 
ficient to have condemned the South and to 
have framed an indictment for mob violence. 
for impotent processes of law, for violent 
race prejudice, and in more than one cage for 
hideous cruelty. Tue Cxuicaco Trrpune, 
which for some years has made a practice of 
compiling the cases of lynchings in the United 
States, can furnish that record, and should it 
be guestioned is prepared to set forth the de- 
tails ofevery case presented in the totals, 


such as the date, locality, name of person, 


and nature of the alleged offense. The record 
is&s follows:

THE YEAST CURE FOR CONSUMPTION, 

The event of leading interéstin the proceed- 
ings of the Medical Congress recently held at 
Rome, Italy, is reported to have been the an- 
nouncement by Dr. de Backer, a young 
French physician, of a cure for tubérculosis, 
The new remedy is the subcutaneous use of a 
mixture produced by the fermentation of 
beer and honey. The discoverer claims that 
during a year of experiment cures were effect. 
ed on 90 per cent of the patients who were 
treated in the first stage of the disease, and 65 
per cent of those treated in the second stage, 
The remedy is hot of the “quack’’ order, as 
the mede of preparing it is made known, and 
all the leading physicians of Paris have been 


‘invited to witness experiments with it. Fur- 


thermore, it is stated that many of them have 
adopted it in their practice among their own 
patients. 

The material, which is called “ backerine,”’ 
after its discoverer, may be described as a 
live beer yeast. To preserve it free from 
bacterial impurities it is kept in a siphon with 
a needie attachment, This needie is used to 
prick the skin over the vein into which the 
ferment isto be injected. As soon as the 
backerine has passed into the system it be- 
gins to “ work,’’ producing a local swelling 
that looks like an incipient abscess. But it 
is in the blood that the remedy causes the 
chemical or vital change that is called a cure, 
It is stated to act as if it seemed to entertain 
a tmortal antipathy to the tubercie-tainted 
corpuscies of the blood. As described ina 
letter tothe New Orleans Times-Democrat, 
“it fastens upon the tuberculous bacteria 
in those corpuscles, and after a few 
days of hard struggling with them, dur- 
ing which time certain ugly sensations make 
the patient aware that a battle royal is being 
waged in his system, it kills them off without 
domg harm evenin the smallest degree to 
any of the components of the blood that are 
in a healthy condition.’’ Of course, if the 
bacteria have had possession of the lungs for 
so long a time that they have nearly eaten up 
the air cells neither backerine nor any other 
drug can be expected to cure, But anything 
short of this stage may be taker in hand with 
good hope of cure, and ‘the remedy has this 
recommendation, that even in the worst cases 
“Tt is 
absolutely innocuous in its effects on the sys- 
tem, as an ordinary beer ferment can easily 
be underatood to be,”’ 

Just how much of merit there is in this 
alleged remedy it may be hard to say, but it 
must be admitted that the fundamental idea 
is in line with the direction of common sense 
thought in the present day. It seems reason- 
able to suppose that now the dread disease, 
consumption, has been ascertained to be a 
result of bacterial energy some means will be 
found for effectually dealing with the destroy- 
ers. Hitherto the only hope has been to 
fortify the system so that it would resist their 
deadly efforts. Recently the idea has been 
advanced that the malady could be prevented 
by inducing some such immunity in the 
frame as that furnished by vaccination against 
smallpox. The third way is directly to at- 
tack the deadly agency, to kill it out 
of the system, and, undoubtedly, this 
will be the best if this can be accomplished 
without injury to the patient. Even if the 

backerine should not justify the vromises 
made for it, suceess will be sought for in 
cther directions, but the indorsement given to 


the new remedy is so strong and from such | 


high authority that it is certain to command 
at least an intelligent trial by the best medi- 
cal practitioners of all civilized countries. 
And if proven by their experience to be a real 


| and gure cure, what a blessing it will be to hu- 


manity! It will remove the portals of the tomb 
many years fartherofffrom millions of human 
beings for whom science otherwise would 
have no power todo more than smooth the 
passage into the darkness of death. The pro- 
portion of consuinptives to the whole human 
family is so great that to provide a‘ cure for 
consumption wouid materially increase the 
average term of duration of life. 

It would be interesting to know if the 
‘+ veast ferment’’ is allowed to proceed into 
the acetous stage, then directly attacking the 
albuminous comy,osition of the bacteria by 
chemical process, as has been suggested for 
the action of ozone. If this be founda to be 
the rationale of the process it can be under- 
stood by reference to well-known principles. 
but if otherwise no fault should be found or 
distrust exhibited on account of failure to ex- 
plein the modus operandi, provided a cure be 
effected. Very little is known of the way in 
which many medicines act upon the human 
system, but that does not deter the doctor 
from proceeding contidently, or the patient 
from implicitly trusting his life into the hands 
of the practitioner. It is not a bad rule to be 
willing to “ praise the bridge that carries you 
over.”’ 


FOR GOOD CUUNTRY BOADS. 

The United States Department of Agricult 
ure has issued a circular inviting attention to 
a proposed conference of road associations 
to be held early next month on the occasion 
of the meeting of the Nationai Editorial con- 
vention. Commercial bodies, road associa- 
tions, agricultural societies, wheelmen’s 
organizations, and individuals interested in 
the subject are invited to assist at the con- 
ference, which is to be informal, no special 
credentials being required.

FREE SCHOOL BOOKS, 

The resolution offered by Ald. Madden at 
the last meeting of the Common Council, fa- 
voring the supply of free text books in the 
public schools, was passed without opposition, 
as well as the amendment offered by Ald. 
Gallagher, excepting the high schools, and 
calling for the supply of ampte and additional! 
school room to the.end that “no child, how.. 
ever poor, may be prevented from receiving 
an education.”” Ald. Madden’s resolutions 
request the Board of Education to open com- 
petition by inviting publishers to make bids, 
and if there appears to be a monopoly in the 


school book trade, then the board itself is re- 7 


quested to establish its own plant and-make 
such books as may be needed for use, 

The arguments which Ald, Madden makes 
in support of his proposition certainly are 
very strong ones and the unanimity with 
which the resolutions were passed shows that 
they made an unusually forcible impression 
upon the members of the Council. One of 
the strongest of these arguments is the non- 
attendance of a large percentage of children 
of school age because their parents are unable 
to purchase books and clothing. The lat- 
ter requisite is-already provided for to 

large extent by private beneficence. Uf 
the city therefore provides the books then no 
excuse can be offered why children of a 
school age shall not attend school instead of 
rupning at large in the streets. The mone- 
tary argument isalso a strong one and is 
clearly in the interests of economy, since the 
books which now cost parents. an average of 
$2.25 per annum may be provided at less 
than half that sum by thecity. Thus the 
poorer classes will be saved a very consider- 
able amount every year of money which they 
can illy afford, while the taxpayer will not 


feel the slight increase in taxation, which in 


reality is not an increase at all but an abso- 
lute relief. Another argument brought for. 
ward by Ald. Madden was of a practical nat- 
ure, as it established the fact that other cities 
and some States provide the books and the 
plan has worked successfully, and has been 
followed in every instance by an increase in 
the enrollment, as well as by a reduction of 
expense. Maine, Vermont, Massachusetts, 


-and Wisconsin have laws authorizing free 


text books, as wellas New York City, Phila- 
delphia, Paterson, Detroit, Saginaw, Pitts 
burg, and many other cities, and from every 
one of them comes the same testimony of the 
success of the plan and the assurance that 
they would not revert to the old policy under 
any consideration. 

‘ Under such circumstances as these it will 
be wellto give Ald. Madden’s proposition a 
fair and, generous trial. If it does not suc- 
ceed, or if it develops abuses that cannot be 
overcome, it will be easy cnough to go back 
to the old plan. But there is good reason to 


believe that the experiment will succeed, that ; 


it will materially reduce expenses and largely 
increase attendance. The City of Chicago 
now expends the enormous sum of $6,000,- 
000 annually upon its schools for their main- 
tenance, Of this amount many thousands are 


thrown away upon fads, a sufficient number | 


of thousands indeed to pay for the school- 
books. If these fads were abolished the city 
would not feel the amount expended for the 
books, but whether they are abolished or not 
give Ald. Madden's plan a fair trial. Tue 
Trisuye believes it will work as well and give 
as much satisfaction as it does in dther large 
cities. If it works weil in Boston, New York, 
and Philadelphia there is no reason why it 
should not work well here also. 
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A REMEDY FOR CARELESS LEGISLATION. 

A Judge of the United States Court of 
Claims has written to a member of the New 
York Constitutional convention recom mend- 
ing that tne veto power be vested in a Council 
of Revision madé up of the Governor and two 
Judges of the Court of Appeals. One reason 
for it is that measures so badly drawn as not 
to accomplish their purpose, or 80 contra- 
dictory as to cause great confusion, ara often 
sent to a Governor. If the latter is not a 
good lawyer and he is unable to detect the 


defects of these bills he may sign them. A . 


trained jurist would see and point out their 


weak points and the mischief they would | 


cause. 2 

It is not likely that this recommendation 
will be adopted, but it is desirable that some- 
thing should be done to lessen the growing 
tendency of Legislatures to pass loosely 
drawn, imperfect bills. That is one of the 
cryimg sins of the Illinois General Assembly. 
Jumblied, incoherent, and unintelligible meas- 
ures, like the law giving women the right to 
vote for school officers and the act regarding 
the ownership of land by aliens, would reflect 
discredit on a Legislature of schoolboys. 
Too much of the time of courts is taken up 
in teying to read a meaning into some blind 
piece of botchwork called a law. 

Itis often the case that a bill isall right 
when introduced. An amendment is offered 
and the author of the bill accepts it without 
much acrutiny or thought, so its passage may 
not be deluyed. In the other Howse it is 
amended still more. No member takes the 
trouble to see whether these amendments ne- 
cessitate alterations in other parts of the bill 
or whether they ciash with existing laws. It 
passes, is signed by the Governor, and goes to 
the courts, which are unable to make head or 
tail of it, There areso many notorious in- 
stances of this loose way of doing business 
that it is unnecessary to specify them. 

Each House of the Legislature ought to ap- 
point a committee of its best lawyers, or cali 
in outside help, whose duty it shouid be to ex- 
amine carefully the wordmg and construction 
of every bill before it passes finally but after 
it has got past the amendment stage, and see 
whether it is a harmonious, comprehensible 
measure, which does not deny in one section 
what it affirms in another, and which does 
not repeal something which the Legislature 
did not intend to repeal. Such committees 
can he appointed, and if they do their work 
faithfully the quality of the laws can be im- 
proved materially,

Twerty-xixe of the thirty-two Welsh mem- 
bers of Parliament favor the passage of Mr.

He does not personally know 
that marders are committed or that property is 
stolen, but the police arrest murderers and 
thieves and they are punished. Why, ov ye do 
they not arrest gam ?

Is 
it becanse the gamblers pay for protection? The 
foreman of the grand jury notified the Mayor that 
the jury found no difficulty in getting into 
gambling houses. Does the jury possess 
privileges in this regard that are not open to the 
police? Can it be that the police do not know of 
the existence of an évil which is run publicly 
and is known to every one having his eyes in his 
head? Evidently it is proper,as thejury sug- 
gests, to examine the Mayor further on this 
point.

Quay Admits That He Is a Stock Gambler. 

‘Senator Quay of Pennsylvania confessed under 
oath that he was a gambler and that he 
speculated in stocks w ich were affected by Con- 
gressional legislation. Among other things he 
told the Sugar Trust Investigating committee 
. that he bought Sugar stock for speculation and 
‘that he would do so again. Senator Quay said 


he had been dealing in stocks more or less all his 


life and for the last twenty months had bought 
and sold Sugar stocks. The day before the vote 


was taken he sold all he bad at a loss, so that it | 


could not be charged that it influenced his vote. . 
He said ‘he had not been furnished with any in- 

formation as to what the Finance committee 

would do with the sugar echedule and that 

formed no part of his basis of purchase or sale.

SENATOR GRADY AND DORIAN HERE. 


The Eastern Derby Cracks Have a Good 
Trip and Are Well. 

The present and probably the post favorite 
for the American{Derby, Senator Grady, and 
the highly tried son of Sir Modred, Dorian, 
are at Washington Park. Senator Grady, ac- 
companied by the 38-year-old filly Gwendo- 
line; Service, a- fine-looking 2-year-old 
brother of ‘Sir Matthew; Salvation, 2, by 
Salvator—Chimera; and Sadie, 2, by Sal- 
vator—Aurelia, in charge of Matt Byfnes, 
came from the East in. Marcus 
Daly's special car. Dorian, accompanied by. 
the fast 4-year-oid gelding Glenmoyné, in 
charge of J. W. Rogers, came in a baggage 
car, with stalls improvised. They left New 
York City at 10:40 yesterday morning and 
reached Chicago at 2 o'clock yesterday. It 
was two hours later when they were unloaded 
at the track. From New York to Buffalo they 
encountered extreme heat, from which Dorian 
suffered cousiderably. The Mon:ana turf- 
ntan’s horses had an excellent trip, and Matt 
Byrnes says if they do not race well there will 
be no excuse for therm on that score. 

‘While Dorian appeared a trifle tired Senator 
Grady was animated and playful. It was 
Rogers’ first visit to Washington Park in nine 
ears, ‘I didn’t know I had an American 
lerby horse when I bought this fellow,’ said 

he laughingly. 
Trainer Matt Byrnes Talks. 


Matt Byrnes had never before brought 
horses to Washington Park. When told hé 
would see bigger crowds at the coming meet- 
ing than he‘had ever seen at Eastern tracks 
he replied ** O, I know that.”’ Speaking about 
his Derby candidates he said: 

‘* There is no truth in the report that Matt 
Byrnes is lame unless he was injured since I 
left him yesterday morning. He isa big colt 
that can’t run a lick in mud and I thought 
I'd take no chance of meeting bad weather 
with him here, because he is in the Realiza- 
tion, and the little colt | brought was ready 
for this race. Senator Grady has had 
plenty of work, but might be 
better if he had raced once or twice.

The best work he did all | 
last year was three-quarters in 1:17. In his 
work for the Junior Champion Tenacious beat © 
‘him easily in 1:1744, and when it came to the 
race he made the rest of the tield look like 
selling platers. He’s a different hprse when 
the colors are up: Garrison will here to 
ride him. He witl leave New York' Thursday 
night and get here Friday night. The horse 
that beats Romane will get the money in the 
Suburban. Heisa good colt that never ran 
up to his form last year. I expect Midgely 
here tonight.”’ 

Senator Grady a Plain Horse. 

Senator Grady is a dark chestnut, standing 
fifteen hands and an inch, with white to above 
the pastern of his left hindleg: Heisa plain 
looking colt, with a pointed muzzle and neat 
head. From his throttle to his hocks his con- 
formation is solid without being heavy, his 
general type being that of a compact, rugged, 
and serviceable animal. When he’ was win- 
ning last year it was said-of him that the only 
evidence of his quality was his performances, 
and he only appeared great when racing. 
Beyond the fact that he appeared fit to race 
for a kingdom when turned loose in stall 23 
of stable Y yesterday afternoon there was 
nothing impressive in his looks. / 

The brother of Sir Mathew was much more 
attractive. But he isa race horse in the hands 
of the masterful trainer whose name is asso- 
ciated with the fame of Firenzi, Salvator, and 
Tammany. When the colors are up. he will 
be attractive, | ° 

Gwendoline is of English breeding, her sire 
being St, Simon and her dam Red Spinner. 
She was foaled in Montana, after Red Spin- 
ner had been imported by Marcus Daly. She 
is in the Derby, Quéen Isabella, Sheridan; 
and Maiden Stakes. Sadie is in the Lake- 
side, Wurld’s Fair, and Hyde Park Stakes, | 
Service and Salvation are in the Kenwood, 
World’s Fair, and Hyde Park.

Dorian a Good Looker. 

Dorian is a much better looking colt than 
Senator Grady. He: stands fitteen hands 
three inches and is a bay, with a star. a strip 
so light that it is not noticeable unless one is 
ciose tc him. The heel of his left fore foot is 
tipped with white and both of his hind 
pasteris are white. His victory over Sport 
and Sir Walter stamps him a race horse of 
unusual merit. Those two horses are of 
high-class and they were at no disadvantage 
in the weights. It was ten pounds below the 
écale all around, . 

Rogers eaid of the race: ‘ They all waited 
on each other, but when they got to racing 
Dorian went on and beat them.”” Rogers is a 
shrewd and successful trainer. He knows a 
good horse and*few trainers can class horses 
better than he. Dorian has undoubtedly 
shown him enough to justify shipment here 
to medsure strides with Senator Grady and 
Domino. Glenmoyne will probably 5 sect 
some of the purse races. He was heavily 
backed for the Toboggan Slide Handicap, a 
substantial evidence of Easteru estimation of 
his speed.

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TELL TALES ON ELGIN 


BUTTER MARKET SECRETS REVEALED 
IN POTTER-SANDS: OASE. 


a 


Testimony in the Suit Tried in Ge neva, Ill., 
Confirms Charges of Manipulation in 
the Elgin Board= Would Advance Prices 
When Making Butter Contracts and 
Ran Them Down When Buying Milk 
and Cream—Verdict of $14,000 for E. H. 
Potter=Tricks of Country Dealers. 

Geneva, Ill., June 19.—[Snpecial.]—E. H. 
Potter was given a verdict for $14,000 today 
in* the Potter-Sands case, which has been on 
trial here for several days. Potter was former- 
ly an -operator on the Elgin Bourd of Trade. 
and in 1891 made a contract with Sands to 
look after the manufacturing and sale of his 
butter. He was to receive $1,800 per year 
and a commission on sales. Under Potter’s 
management the business grew rapidly and in 
three years he had earned salaries and com- 
missions amounting to $20,000, of which he 
had drawn only $4,000 when the contract 
expired. During the period of Potter’s 
service Sands was adjudged insane and com- 


mitted to an insane asylum, ‘but he con- | 


tinued to take an active part in the man- 
agement of his business and there was testi- 
mony to show that he had had himself 
declared insane to avoid some family trou- 
bles. One feature of the trial was the evi- 
dence showing that the law'of supply and de- 
mand had nothing to do with fixing the price 
of butter on the Elgin board, but that the 
price was always arranged bya few large 
dealers to suit themselves. The suit was for 
the. salary and commissions which Potter 
claims were due him under the contract, 


DEALERS SCORE THE ELGIN BOARD. 


Testimony in the Potter-Sands Case Con- 
firms Charges of Price Manipulation, 
Butter dealers of South Water street and 
buyers from other cities are greatly interested 
in the reports of the Potter vs. Sands trial at 
Geneva published in Tus Trisunsz. They are 
pleased that the charges of. manipulation 
against the Elgin Board of Trade have been 
so completely substantiated in the trial in 
which Sands is the defendant. Col. Robert 
M. Littler, Secretary of the Produce Ex- 
change, said the exposure of the manipula- 
tions of the butter market at Elgin will, more 
than anything else, tend to make the Chicago 
market a success and force Elginto take a 
back seat. > 
“That the prices in Elgin weré manipu- 
lated,”’ he said, ** has long been known by 
many dealers and suspected byall. As testi- 
fied in the trial the butter producers were 
often the heaviest buyers on the Elgin board. 
A man who owns twelve to twenty creamepes 
would go up to Elgin and put up a small Tot 
of butter whieh he would sell at the highest 
possible price. It is to his interest: to force 
the price up, as he bas generally contracted 
for all the butter he selis to the Eastern 
men at the highest Elgin quotation. 
Twice each year the butter producer con- 
tracts: for his: milk with the farmer. The 
price is based on the price of butter in Elgin. 
At such times it was shown in the trial the 
price of butter was forced down and the farmer 
was obliged to sell his milk when butter was 
at the lowest price, while the buyers were buy- 


| ing butter on prices put up inthe interest of 
1:20 D. ’ 


the producer. Whatever the outcome of the 
trial may be, several things aresassured. The 
Chieago butter market has the correct basis; 
it is regulated by no man or set of men, and 
prices are influenced by supply and demand 
only. The quotations are made from actual 
sales. The butter interests are too great to 
be settled by a few men who meet only once 
a week. Though Eigin has controiled the 
market in the past, it can do so no more. The 


| introduction of the separator system has made 


it possible to make as good butter in lowa as 
there is made in Elgin.. When I was first 
elected Secretary of the National Association 
there were only ten creameries in the Elgin 
Now there are hundreds and there 
are 900 in lowa,”’ 

Had Long Suspected Elgin Prices. 


‘*T was much interested in the report of the 
Potter-Sands trial,’ said A. A. Kennard, the 
head of tht firm of A. A. Kennard & Co., No, 
185 Kinzie street. Mr. Kennard is one of tne 
largest butter buyers in Chicago, and no one 
is better versed in the question of markets 
than he. 

** As startling as the disclosures of the trial 
were,’ he continued, ‘* they were uo surprise 
tome. Every one in the business suspected 
or charged the Elgin people with manipula- 
tion of prices to the interest of-the producers 
only, but the inside workings have never been 
exposed as they have been in the trial. As far 
as our firm is concerned, we do not propose 
to buy any more butter based on the Elgin 
quotations. and have confined ourselves to the 
Chicago prices. Elgin has seen its best days, 
and in my opinion the Chicago butter market 
is an assured success,”’ 

Alexander D. Kennard, the junior member 
of the firm, has just returned from a trip 
through the East. He declared the Eastern 
men were bitter against the Elgin people. 
*“*In every place! visited,”’ he said, ** dealers’ 
have denounced the Elgin Board cf Trade. 
The feeling is strong against the Elgin men 
and dealers say they will not make any more 
contracts based on the Elgin quotations. Some 
with whom I have talked declare they will 
cancel their contracts as soon as they can. 
The Chicago market finds general favor and 
the dealers are. pleased with the manner in 
which prices are reached. As the demand and 
supply are the only factors which should con- 
trol the price of butter, and the Chicago 
prices.are based on these alone, it is quite 
natural that Chicago prices should be pre- 
ferred to manipulated Elgin quotations.”’ 


Kastern Opinions of the Market. 


In Boston the question of buying on Elgin 
quotations was canvassed among some of the 
prominent buyers. Following are the views 
of some taken from the Boston Journal: 

George E. Mitcheil of Mitchell, Dexter & 
Co.—I do not consider the amount of busi- 
ness done at Elgin is sufficient to establish 
prices for the whole country. I believe the 
market there has been manipulated at times 
to the injury of the trade. I have always re- 


,fused to contract on basis of Elgin prices, 


fearing manipulation. . 

Capt. James M. Upton of Wiggin & Up- 
ton—Elgin has no business to) regulate 
prices for all the States, and I have no confi- 
dence in the prices quoted there, 

W. W. Darling of George A. Pierce & Co.— 
** There’s no doubt in my mind that sales are 
actually made at Elgin as reported, but I have 
foralong time allowed that inasmuch as 
there is so little butter soid there, compara- 
tively speaking, it is an easy matter to inanip- 
u.ate the market, and that it is often done.’* 

L. A. Rogers of Utley & Rogers—**I would 


not rely on Elgin to regulate prices. Chicago - 


is the best Western market. I would not buy 
butter on basis of Elgin quotations.” 

Gardner Murphy ot G. Murphy & Co.—“I 
know there is a want of confidence in Eigin, 
but I think most of the sales are properly 
made. I was in the West a few days after the 
advance from 15 to 17 cents and heard from 
good authority that 17 cents was paid by a 
dealer for cold storage.”’
